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Mr. Nixon in Russia 


The meeting of Vice President Nixon 


and Premier Nikita Khrushchev at the 
American exhibition in Moscow last week 
was perhaps ai strange a piece of diplo- 
matic brinkmanship as the world has ever 
seen. 


In spite of the necessity for Russian 


leaders to maintain face in their public 
appearances, the public discussion carried 
on between these two men risked that vital 
condition for both of them. It is, of course, 
no less important for Nixon to maintain 
face than for Khrushchev to do so but 
for some reason we always appear to feel 
that that is a point on which we must .yield 
the advantage to the Russians. However, 
Nixon yielded nothing. He stood firmly for 
Ms claims of American democracy and we 
think he made them stand up. On the other 
hand it appeared that Khrushchev could 
stand the loss of a point here and there in 
public argument. When Nixon suggested 
that it would be a good thing for both na- 
tions to have more communication and ex- 
change of ideas, Khrushchev seemed to 
agree. 


"That's a good idea, let's do it like this. 


You appear before our people. We will 
appear before your people. People will see 
and appreciate this," Khrushchev said. 


But when Nixon explained that Ameri- 


cans were now getting full reports on 
Khrushchev's speeches the Soviet premier 
appeared to doubt 'this. Nixon explained 
that when Deputy Premier Kozlov was m 
California 
speaking 
about 
peace 
and 


Khrushchev was talking in Russia in differ- 
ent terms both speeches were reported ex- 
tensively in the American press. "Never 
make a statement here if you don't want it 
to be read in the United States," Nixon told 
Khrushchev. "I can promise you every word 
you say will be translated into English.'' 


Khrushchev said he doubted that. He 


asked Nixon to give his word that this 
speech which Khrushchev had just made 
would be heard by the American people. 
Nixon agreed. The two men shook hands 
on the deal. 


Later, however, it appears that while 


some Russian papers gave a good deal of 
attention to Nixon's words, others con- 
centrated on Khrushchev's remarks. Nixon 
and Khrushchev had several meetings dur- 
ing the vice president's stay in Moscow and 
the 
final 
Sunday meeting, which ran 


through several hours, appeared to be the 
most successful in terms of the personal 
relationships between the two men. Nixon 
said the meeting was helpful "because it 
provided an opportunity for frank and 
complete discussion in a calm and objec- 
tive atmosphere." 


We think the Russian people must have 


found the exchanges between these two im- 
portant figures interesting indeed. In fact 
we feel sure the entire world was fascinated 
by the frank exchange more or less in pub- 
lic. It is quite apparent that both men 
learned a good deal about each other dur- 
ing these talks and, no doubt, the people 
of the world have learned a great deal 
about the two men. 


One thing important for the American 


people to notice is that Vice President Nix- 
on has shown his ability to deal on even 
terms with the leader of the Russian gov- 
ernment. A matter very important to the 
American people is that their leaders be 
able to meet such men. hold their own with 
them, and maintain the dignity of office 
without either yielding to them or being 
forced into an impossible position. One of 
President Eisenhower's outstanding quali- 
ties has been his ability to hold the line 
against the Russians and never to be 
tricked into a position which required hu- 
miliating retreat, a rash pushing aliead or 
threats that would risk war.

Public Business and the Press 


At frequent intervals some politician 


has the brilliant thought that if he could 
just regulate the press he would have 
things pretty much his own way. These 
worthy gentlemen recognize the effective- 
ness of the press and its impartiality. How- 
ever, they do not recognize impartiality as 
a virtue. They can see quite clearly that 
what they need is a press that will put 
forth their proposals in a good light, and 
neglect to mention things that might hin- 
der them. 


The other night in Fond du Lac, Coun- 


cilman H. R. Murphy came up with this 
tiresome old proposition, and argued for it 
at great length but without convincing any- 
one but himself. He shouted that he wanted 
"news releases controlled so that the re- 
porter don't write things up before they 
happen." He said it was, in his opinion, 
premature to write the council meeting 
advance stories because it was misinform- 
ing the people. "I definitely think there 
should be some control over news releases,'' 
Murphy declared. 


Fond du Lac's city manager, Robert H. 


McManus, explained that he had nothing 
to do with the writing or editing of news 
stories about local government. He ad- 
mitted, however, that he did think it proper 
to give a reporter some idea of what was on 
the agenda of a council meeting. As the 
argument grew hot. Murphy finally got way 
off the track, at one point shouting that he 
wanted the public to be informed and a 
moment later demanded that newspaper 
reporters should be refused seats near the 


council table. "He should not have the 
honor of having a place at the front of the 
room and should be seated way in the 
hack," Murphy declared. 


As might have been expected, Murphy 


stood practically alone in his role of regu- 
lator of the press. Other councilmen de- 
fended the reporter and suggested that the 
advance stories on the council meetings 
were informative to the public and highly 
desirable since the people should know 
what was coming up at council meetings. 


Murphy's tirade will be recognized for 


just what it is by most people who read it, 
and his fellow councilmen around the state 
will laugh loud and long at his pretense 
that he wishes to inform the public. Mur- 
phy wants the press to tell the news his 
way. It is the same old cry of potential 
tyrants and silly politicians the world 
around. But it will have no effect. In this 
country the press has many long years of 
faithful sendee on record. The value of the 
press is known to almost everyone of any 
importance. 


The more astute politicians recognize 


the press and are careful to make their 
positions on pufahc matters clear so that 
they will not be misunderstood. The pub- 
lic knows how to use the press and is not 
misled by silly shenanigans. 


Usually those who object to newspapers 


keeping the public informed are afraid of 
the criticism their actions may bring. It is 
then that they want to "regulate" news 
stories so their actions become final be- 
fore the public has an opportunity to be- 
come informed — or aroused.

to learn this. I was amazed 
at the banker who told me: 
"Your country shouldn't do 
this You are such a rich 
country, you don't need to 
buy economically and throw 
Canadians out of work!" 


I replied- "Yes, we are a 


country rich in debts. Our 
government owes 275 billion 
dollars; the American public 
owes 120 billion dollars; a 
total of 400 billion dollars. I 
don't think in the history of 
the world has a country ever 
been so rich in debts. It is an 
astronomical figure, 400 bil- 
lion dollars. 


President Eisenhauer has 


done a superhuman job of 
keeping the peace. We have 
got to have defense, because 
if he should die. somebody 
might muddle. Defense costs 
money. Our only alternative 
is to tighten our belts on the 
home front. Gov. Rockefel- 
ler of New York who is wide- 
ly traveled and well inform- 
ed, now is working to get 
every family in New York 
State to have a bomb shelter 
where his family cari*live for 
two weeks without outside 
assistance.

Fre- 
quently a pressure group 
that is afraid of a show- 
down, and fears that it may 
lose the count, will offer an 
interim study as a desperate 
measure to gain time.

But with all that conceded, 


Wisconsin has made some 
progress lately that proba- 
bly would not have been had 
without the machinery of 
the Legislative Council and 
its committees.
